The outcome of the voting in tho First,

or two. In the Fifth It is alleged that 
the polls were not opened at 7 o'clock as 
required by law; that the polls were not 
opened until 7:15 o'clock and that the re- 
sult was that several voters who had to 
leave on tlie trains at 7:05 were disfran- 
chised and that their votes would have 
given the (lection to Ed Willo, the Repub- 
lican candidate Instead of John Gogerty, 
the Democratlc'noniinoe, who was elected 
by the narrow margin of 8 majority. 
In 


addition to thi« it Is alleged that certain 
ballots were not counted where the inten- 
tion of the voter was clearly shown by the 
way they were marked. In tho First 
ward whore a tie was declared by the 
judges thore was also some veryawk 
wardly marked ballots which wore not 
counted. There was also a ballot which 
the voter liad marked In a very silly man 
nor which was counted for Mathias. This 
ballot made the tie. If it were not count- 
ed for Mathias Dlehl would be elected by 
one vote. The ballot was marked with a 
cross in the circle opposite the word "Re 
publican.'' This indicated that tho voter 
meant to vote for the Republican nomi 
nee. But the voter did not stop at that, 
as he evidently had not displayed all he 
knew about voting, and he proceeded to 
mark out the name "Dlehl" under the 
word "Republican" and placed a cross in 
the square opposite tho name '' Muthias,' 
and then to complete his work he marked 
out tho mime "Edwards" the Democratic 
nominee. On the face of tho ballot it ap- 
pears it was tho voter's intention to vote 
for Muthias., if it is fair to assume that» 
voter who would murk up a ballot in that 
way is ca]>able of having any robust in- 
tention. The law does not contemplate 
tho marking oft of any name on a ballot. 
The ballot is expressly arranged to do 
away with that method. The voter can 
express his choice by use of the circles and 
squares on tho ballot. That is what the 
squares and circles arc iidopted for and 
the sooner voters are taught that drawing 
a pencil through names printed on a bal- 
lot don't count the better it will bo tor all 
concerned. When the voter put a cross 
in the square opposite the word "Republi- 
can" he voted for Diohl and when he put 
a cross in the square opposite "Mathias" 
he voted for Mathias. That was one more 
candidate than ho had a right to vote 
for. 
Tho only thing in tho new ballot 


law which touches upon a voter's inten- 
tion is the following which follows a clear 
and com-ise provision showing how the 
voter may prepare his ballot: 


If the voter marks more names than 


there are persons to be elected to an office, 
or if for any reason it is impossible to de- 
termine the voter's choice for any office to 
bo filled his ballot shall not bo counted for 
such office. 


The law nowhere provides for scratch- 


Ing off a name, only for "marking

THE OLD SOLDIERS' GRAVES. 


The Member* of Dunham Port ar« Pre- 


paring H Keeling; Place for the Dead 


Veteran! at Greenwood Cemetery. 


R. J. Roberts, who was a few months 


ago was appointed by the G. A. R. to tho 
position of custodian of the old soldiers' 
lot in Greenwood cemetery, has been 
making some extensive improvements in 
the property. 
Heretofore the old veter- 


ans' graves have been scattered through 
the cemetery and no special care has been 
given them unless by friends or on Mem- 
orial day. Last year the post bought a 
lot In the southwest part of the cemetery 
and the remains of many ot the old sol- 
diers were disinterred and burled in the 
new lot. It is now the intention of the 
custodian to keep a record of all those 
who are burled here and ho is now at 
work gathering the names. There are 
fifty-six graves in the G. A. R. lot and of 
these about twenty are of unknown men 
who have been buried and forgotten. 
There are about 200 who are buried in 
different parts of the .cemetery and also 
some in the Catholic cemetery and the 
names of all these and in fact all who are 
buried in the county will be recorded. 


The lot Is situated on the side of a hill 


and a stone wall has been built around 
it. The ground is to be leveled and the 
decorations on all the graves will be uni- 
form. There are some of the graves not 
supplied with head stones and for these 
the post will secure from the national 
government about twenty marble slabs 
which are allowed for old soldiers' graves. 
Only the remains of old' soldiers will be 
allowed to bo Interred in the lot. It is 
the desire of the post that all the veterans 
be properly buried and their graves 
looked after. 


Custodian Roberts has given consider- '• 


able time to the work of collecting the 
names of the dead soldiers and he expects 
to have a list as complete as Is possible. 
Many hove died without Mends and rela- 
tives and the names of these will never be 
known but the long list is being compiled 
calls to memory of many who have long 
been forgotten. 


The old cannon which has been in the 


cemetery for the past ten or twelve years 
will be repaired and placed in the G. A. 
H. lot. The work of Improving the place 
will be finished in time for the Memorial 
Day exercise at the cemetery.

111., she declined the offer. In the spring

MAY MAKE POTATO WHISKY. 
Overproduction Likely to Ol»« Corm am 


Energetic ItUal. 


The enormous overproduction of po- 


tatoes last summer will probably re- 
sult in the establishment of potato difc- 
tilleries in Wisconsin, Minnesota, and 
Michigan, where the tuber canbe'bought 
for five cents a bushel or less. Potato 
whisky is made and consumed in Ger- 
many and Austria, and every traveler in 
Ireland is offered a sample of "poteen." 
Few, except the natives, ever have the 
courage to do more than look at it. 
However, small quantities of "poteen" 
are imported into the United States. 
and stuff bearing1 that name, and prob- 
ably equally as effective as the genuine, 
can be had in every city. 


The American distillers have not ex- 


perimented much with potatoes. They 
say the potato flavor is not relished by 
men used to the Kentucky, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania or Tennessee article. A 
F50.000 plant is being' erected at Jianawa, 
\\ia., according: to press dispatches, to 
use up part of the surplus crop of 1893. 
The venture is being: watched by other 
distillers, and if it proves successful 
corn will have a formidable rival. It is 
estimated 297,000,000 bushels of po- 
tatoes were sold or housed lastycar,com- 
pared with 170,000.000 bushels in 1SII4. 
Many -states not specially adapted to 
potato raising1 went into the market, 
«md as a result potatoes are now sell- 
ing- in Chicag-o to peddlers at 12 or 14 
cents a bushel, ar.tl choice stocl; is g-o- 
inpf in small lots at 25 cents. It is be- 
lieved the planting- in ]S9G will be less 
than in 1S85, but not in the p-real potato 
states—New York, Pennsylvania, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Michigan, 
lllinoi-3 


and Colorado. If distillers can use po- 
tatoes they can always find refuse stock 
at low prices as the starch manufac- 
turers do.

OUTLOOK DISCOURAGING. 


FrcHeot Condition of th« Woolen and 


Worsted Indugtrim of This Country. 
The Textile Manufacturers' Journal 


of New York city prints in its last issue 
« summary of the returns received from 
manufacturers in response to 1,500 cir- 
cular letters sent out inquiring into the 
present condition of the woolen ami 
worsted industries of this country. 


The showing made, the paper says, in- 


dicates a condition that is distressful 
While the figures indicate a bad eon 
dition, the, paper adds, they are far 
from showing the actual condition, as 
many of the mills BOW in full operation 
will be closed down in a short time, a 
great many manufacturers preferring 
to run full and complete their orders 
rather than run on part time. 


An analysis of the figures received 


shows that in woolens, 256 mills re- 
ported, of which 131 are running full; 
64 are closed entirely, and 61 are run- 
ning on fractional time. Out of a t.ot,'il 
capacity of 15,572 looms, 11,508 are still 
in operation. They are running on an 
average of 49 hours per week, or S3 per 
cent, of their full time. The full com- 
plement of employes for thdse mills 
is given at 42,287, of which 27,206 are iit 
present employed. The pay rolls, con?- 
pared with those of 1892, show an av- 
erage reduction of 1S.S per cent.

The Indian Appropriation Bill in 


the Senate. 


SECTARIAN SCHOOLS DISCUSSED, 


Contested-Election Cases in the House 


—The Democrats Lose and the Pop- 


ulists to Gain a Member—The 


Bankruptcy Bill.' 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The Indian 


appropriation bill occupied the atten- 
tion of the senate during the greater 
part of to-day's session. The discussion 
as to appropriation to pay for ' 'legal 
services" rendered to the "Old settlers, 
or western Cherokees," resulted in the 
rejection—yeas 15, nays 
36—of 
an 


amendment offered by Mr. Chandler 
(rep., N. H.) allowing the claimants to 
bring suit in the court of claims; and 
in the subsequent adoption of the 
committee amendment for payment of 
specified amounts to about fifteen 
claimants. 


After that matter was got out of the 


way the question of sectarian Indian 
school came up and gave rise to rather 
an interesting discussion, which was 
not concluded when the senate, at 5:30, 
adjourned until to-morrow. 


HOUSE. 


Had there been a quorum present 


to-day at the close of a six hours' ses- 
sion the populist vote would have 
been increased from seven to eight 
by thej adoption of a resolution de- 
claring1 Albert T. Goodwin entitled 
to a seat as represantative from the 
fifth district of Alabama. It had pre- 
viously been voted—*7 to 109—that 
James F. Cobb, democrat, was not 
elected to represent that district 
in the fifty-fourth congress, and that 
he was not entitled to the seat, 
thus reducing the democratic strength 
from 100 to 99. Mr. Goodwin was 
nominated by the populist and in- 
dorsed by the Jefferson democrats and 
republica*s and the votes upon the 
right to the seat were given by the re- 
publicans and populists in the house.

month. The new company gives rates 
of $20 for residences and $25 to S30 for 
business houses, and the old compaii3' 
has just announced a reduction to $1S 
and $34 per year, respectively, to take 
immediate effect. These rates nre just 
half of what has been charged, but the 
new company has a, list of 2,200 sub- 
scribers to begin with and 300 prom- 
inent business men and capitalists are 
among its in corpora tors and are direct- 
ly interested in its prosperity. The old 
company has had between 2,000 and 2.- 
500 subscribers, and when the new com- 
pany gets down to business its list, will 
be reduced to a third or n quarter.

Smith, S. P. M., will accompany the pil- 
Trims as father director. According to 
the present intention the pilgrims will 
leave New York on Wednesday, July 8. 
They expect to reach Antwerp on Sun- 
day, July 19. The pilgrims will visit 
Cologne, Heidelberg, Luzerne, Milan, 
Venice, Florence, Padua, Loretto, Bo- 
logna, Borne, Pisa, Genoa, Marseilles, 
Toulouse, Bordeaux, Lourdes and Paris. 
At Borne and Paris a week will be spent 
in each place sightseeing. The start 
(or home will be made on September S. 
For those who may desire it a section 
has been arranged to leave Paris on 
Monday, August 31, for Iiondon, allow- 
ing four days in the latter city, joining 
the main party again, in Antwerp the 
following Saturday morning. For those 
who wish to visit Ireland, Scotland and 
the cathedral towns in England in ad- 
vance a section has been, arranged to 
leave on June 4. The pope was so much 
pleased by the visit of the pilgrims last 
August that Cardinal Bampolla, the 
pope's secretary of state, and Vatican 
officials have promised to make the audi- 
ence with Leo XIII. during the stay in 
Borne as imposing as possible. Bev. Dr. 
O'Conoel!, the new rector of the Ameri- 
can college in Bome, has also given as- 
surances of his interest in the visit. The 
pope will be presented by the pilgrims 
with a handsome silk flag of the stars 
and stripes. Last year he blessed three 
flags that the pilgrims carried, and 
which they left at the shrines at Loret- 
ta, Lourdes and at Paray Ie Monial. At 
this time the pope expressed regrets 
that they did not bring ono to him. The 
flag will be, of the finest texture and ex 
actly the kind issued by the government 
to the regiments of the United States 
army. Already many applications have 
been received for places in the pilgrim- 
age. It is expected that every state will 
Lie represented.

Those cadets who will complete the 


four-years' course at West Point in June 
will be confronted with the most ex- 
traordinary situation that ever has con- 
fronted the lot of young aspirants for 
army commissions. They wiH find on 
graduation morning probably not more 
than a dozen vacancies in all the de- 
partments of the service for some 70 
men. 
This condition of affairs is duo 


to the number of appointments made 
from the ranks in the last year and the 
comparatively few retirements and cas 
ualties. 
Uusally at this time of tlie 


year the class about to be graduated has 
Eomc 30 or 40 vacancies waiting to be 
filled, and for years there has been gen- 
erally a surplus above those necessar} 
for the West Pointers. The result was 
that a few years ago many civilian 
received appointments in the army 
among them the sons of Gen. Schofiel. 
and SeuatorSewell. 


Despite tbe discouraging outlook, al 


the cadets will be provided foreventual 
ly. as the law directs that all graduates, 
of West Point shall be commissioned in 
some branch of the army. The depart- 
ment, therefore, will have to designed 
at least 60 of the cadets additional sec 
ond lieutenants and place them on the 
4ist awaiting vacancies.

Following; up his work with the X 


rays, Thomas A. Edieon has designed 
• portable machine for the use of sur- 
geons by which they are enabled to 
took directly at the bones of the aim 
and leg without the medium of a photo- 
graph. Mr. Edison's fluoroscope, as it 
has been called, will permit hospital 
surgeons and physicians to examine an 
injured limb and to see the interior of 
the arm or leg while using their instru • 
ments in operation, so that no unneces- 
sary cutting or probing will be done, 
says the Philadelphia Becord. 


The new machine consists of a double- 


tube vacuumpump attached to a wooden 
upright, the exhaust mercury pipe run- 
ning into a small ..wooden box alongside 
the pump, in which the tube is placed. 
The electric current is furnished from 
an ordinary battery and induction coil 
under the box or in any other convenient 
place, and the wires leading up through 
the bottom of the box make it impos- 
sible that the surgeon or patient re- 
ceive a shock. The surgeon would tuns' 
on the current and place the part of the 
body to be operated on across the top of 
the box with the tube belonging to the 
apparatus. The fluoroscope would then 
be fastened over the surgeon's eyes. 
When placed over the eyes the fluoro- 
scope looks like a large pah- of spec- 
tacles without lenses. The outer end 
of the apparatus is covered with paper, 
coated with the, tungstate of calcium 
crystals. The thin board cover of the 
bos offers no effective resistance to tho 
passage of the rays, arid it would be 
possible for the attending surgeon to 
make an examination of the injured 
part at leisure to ascertain the exact 
spot of the injury, and to use his instru- 
ments with precision in removing a 
foreign substance or in setting a broken 
bone.

A. W. Smith Acquires Data for PhTaloIOK- 


Ical Statistics. 


A. W. Smith, after twelve days and six 


hours in the respiration calorimeter 
at Middletown, Conn., came out the 
other afternoon and reports himself 
none the worse for the experience. Tho 
first two days he devoted to rest, then 
three days he gave his attention to hard 
mental work in calculating results of a 
previous experiment, etc.; then came 
four days of rest, three days of. intense 
muscular exercise, ending with three 
days of rest. 


The food and drink, the inhaled and 


exhaled air and all the products given 
off from the body were measured anil 
weighed, and the energy received by 
the hody in the form of food and drink 
and that given off in the excretory prod- 
ucts and in the heat radiated from the 
body were also measured. While the 
data thus obtained have not been fully 
worked out, much has been learned iu 
relation to the quantities of food ma- 
terials used by the body when at rest 
and when the person is engaged in in- 
tellectual and muscular work, and also 
upon the relations of energy to the 
body functions. During th&experiment. 
Mr. Smith lost two pounds. At its close 
he told those in charge that if it had not 
been, successful he was willing to stay 
in the box another week. Dr. Benedict, 
in charge, is, however, satisfied with the 
results, and this will close the experi- 
ments for the year.

STAG HOUNDS TO KILL WOLVES. 


South Dakota Stockmen Will Try » New 


Way to Get Bid of tUe Pests. 


Two Scotch stag hounds have been 


received at Pierre, S. D., to b. sent out 
to the ranch, of J. B. Binder, in the 
Little Bend country. Mr. Binder lias 
ljuen breeding his stock up to grade 
shorthorns, and the past winter has 
lost several head of valuable cattle 
from the depredations of gray wolves. 
He has been unsuccessfully attempt- 
ing to rid his range of these pests, atd 
will now try these hounds, working 
them with a pack of greyhounds, which 
are able to catch and worry the wolves 
until the stiis* hounils reach them, when 
ll»c wolf is boon settled for. Stockmen 
on the range place the loss from the 
wolves the past winter at a greater per 
cent, than- losses from all othei sources,. 
The wolves do not confine their depre- 
ciations to young stock alone, but pull 
down full-grown steers and horses. 
About the only effective way yet dis- 
cmcred is to secure hounds which are 
able to get away with the wolves in a 
fight, as they are very suspicious and 
wary and will not touch a poisoned car 
cass. but pull down fresh quarry when 
they are hungry.

Marshal Mason, 
as stated last evening, had ^notified the 
officials at Frankfort that he had the man' 
and Marshal Jeffres came to Decatur at 
once. He was accompanied by T. B. Sdr- 
man, the brother of the murdered man. 
Jeffres said that he had known the man 
and felt sure that he could identify him 
but he brought Xorman with him so that 
he could be on the safe side. 


At about 1:30 o'clock this morning 


Marshal Mason took Mr. Jeffres and Nor- 
man 
to the county jail. Lewis TT»S 


aroused from bis sleep and as soon as be 
appeared the two men recognized him at 
once. He did not admit or deny that he 
knew them. Mr. Jeffres said that he 
would have known him anywhere and 
Xorman was equally confident. The lat- 
ter asked Lewis if he remembered the 
time when he used to shovel coal in the 
distillery at Frunfkort and Lowis laugh- 
ed. It seems that the two men had 
worked together at one time. 


The Murder of Adam Norman. 


Tho crime for which Lewis is wanted is 


the murder of Adam Xorman, which oc- 
ccurred on Easter Sunday three years ago. 
Lewis. Adam Xormau and about a dozen 
other men and women had gathered at a 
disreputable house situated In the tough 
quarter of Frankfort, and which was fre- 
quented by negroes. They had come to- 
gether to enjoy themselves and they drank 
freely. It appears that there was a wo- j 
man in the case, whose name Norman 
says is Annie Lumis. Adam Normau 
and Lewis were jealous of each other and 
while they were together hot words passed 
between them and a quarrel ensued. 
It 


ended by Lewis drawing a revolver from 
his pocket and firing at Xonnan. The 
bullet struck the latter in the breast and 
inflicted a mortal wound. He died about 
twenty minutes after the shooting. All 
of the other men and women present wit- 
nessed the deed. 


The pistol shot was heard by the offi- 


cers but when they arrived at the scene 
Lewis had made good his escape and was 
out of reach. An effort was made by the 
officers to rapture him but since the crime 
he had never been heard of until Marshal 
Mason notified Mr. Jeffres. 


Secnred a Warrant. 


As soon as Marshal Jeffres hod seeu 


Lewis he went to Springfield and secured 
the necessary requisition acknowledg- 
ment. He arrived here at 11:15 o'clock 
this morning and will leave tonight for. 
Frankfort. He says that Lewis will be 
tried very soon and that it is probable 
that he will be given a sentence in the 
penitentiary. There were about a dozen 
witnesses to the shooting and of these all 
are living excepting two or three, so there 
will be no trouble in bringing strong evi- 
dence against Lewis. 


Confessed to tlie Officer*. 


Although Lewis pretended not to recog- 


nize the marshal when he called upon him 
this morning he talked to tho turnkey of 
tho jail after the visitors left. He said re- 
fering to Norman, "I killed that man's 
brother. ' ' He then told some of the de- 
tails of the crime and said that he had 
wandered all over the country since the 
crime had been committed and that the 
marshal and Norman were the first .per- 
sons from Frankfort that he had seen. 
When 
a 
reporter 
called 
upon 


Lewis today and asked him if he recog- 
nized the visitors he said that was his busi- 
ness. He walked up to his cell refusing 
to make any statement one way or the 
other or to listen to any questions. 


Lewis is said to have borne a had repu- 


tation in the town i n which he lived. 
Marshal Jeffres said that Norman, w ho 
was killed, was a respectable man. Lewis 
docs not seem to be very much frightened 
over the fact tnat he is to be taken back 
to be tried for murder as he had been per- 
fectly cool all day.

Henry Prather and Cj- 
Govemor Oglesby were members of the 
game board. In politics Mr. Montgom- 
ery was first a whig and then a Republi- 
can and he has never varied from the 
principles of that party. He never fails 
to vote and yesterday morning he went to 
the polling place In his ward and cast a 
Republican ballot. Although a southern 
man ho wag opposed to slavery and when 
the war broke out his two SODS, Alder- 
man Montgomery and Thaddcus Mont- 
gomery, entered the union army the lat- 
ter dying in the service. Mr. Montgom- 
ery can tell many interesting incidents of 
tjie early history of this city. When he 
first enagaged in business hero there \v(ls 
not a great deal of money but there much, 
trading and when people wanted anything 
they" generally bought

Once he wanted a silk bat and to get it

He remembers 
the great freeze in the thirties. It com- 
menced with a down pour of rain and in 
;on minutes it turned so cold that the 
loaded streets were frozen into a solid 
mass of ice. Dr. Heed had started on 
horseback that day for Nashville but had 
not gone far when tho cold snap came. 
He turned back for home and whou ho 
reached his door he was nearly frozen to 
death.

They have seven grand children 
and three great grand children. The 
event which they celebrated yesterday 
comes to but few persons in this life. It 
is a pleasing sight to see this venerable 
couple so well preserved in every way ;tml 
so vigorous in their old age, and their 
many friends hope that their lives may 
yet be spared for many years to eoim-.

lican state convention met this morning 
and ex-Speaker H. K. Boyer, of Philadel- 
phia, was made temporary chairman. On 
assuming the chair, Boyer delivered an 
address reviewing Pennsylvania's history 
us the Keystone Republican state and 
closed amid great applause with a. eulogy 
of Senator Quay, expressing the hope that 
the convention would place his name l>o- 
foro the national convention as Pennsyl- 
vania's candidate for the presidency. 


Tho platform opens with the declara- 


tion that Pennsylvania for years has held 
the first place among all the states as a 
Republican commonwealth without mak- 
ing any selfish demands for tho recogni- 
tion of any oC its citizens as a national 
candidate; that the time has come for 
such recognition and the name of Hon. 
Matthew Stanley Quay is therefore pre- 
sented for tho Republican nomination for 
the presidency. Continuing, the platform 
demands a return to the policies of protec- 
tion aud reciprocity and reviews the par- 
ty's financial history arid concludes with 
ti financial plank as follows: "Tho Re- 
publican party favors international bi- 
mctuUsm and until that can bo estab- 
lished it demands the malntainunco of 
the existing gold standard of value." The 
immigration plauk reads: "We believe 
in the enactment of such restrictive legis- 
lation as'will admit to our shores only 
immigrauts who have capital and desire 
to become good citizens. 


After tho appointment of committees 


the convention took a recess. On roas- 
•scmbling tho committee on credentials 
reported in favor of tho Quay delegates 
•from the McKeesport district, tho only 
ones contested. 


When tho plank endorsing Quay for 


presidential candidate came up iu the 
committee on resolutions, Chris Magee, 
the Pittsburg loader, declared he was for 
McKinley but on the call of the roll, how- 
ever, only four voted against Quay. The 
resolution instructing the delegates to 
support McKinley in the event of the re- 
tirement of Quay was defeated by about, 
{he same vote. 


Auditor General Mylin was made per- 


manent chairman and delivered an ad- 
dress booming Qu*y for the presidency.
